MEDICAL  OFFICER  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st. 
December,  1970.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/71 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

During  the  year  1970  the  vital  statistics  followed  a similartrend 
to  those  of  previous  years.  Amongst  the  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases,  Infective  Hepatitis  continued  as  in  the  previous  year  to  be 
prominent.  In  1969,  47  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  all  but 
3 during  the  second  half  of  that  year.  In  1970  there  were  76  cases, 
all  but  1 1 occurring  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  It  will  be  seen 
therefore  that  there  were  approximately  100  cases  between  mid  1969 
and  mid  1970,  since  when  they  have  been  few  and  sporadic.  As  is 
usual  in  most  outbreaks  of  Infective  Hepatitis  the  source  was  not 
apparent  and  most  cases  continued  to  occur  in  and  around  Cwmllyn- 
fell  and  the  Graigfelen  half  of  the  town  of  Clydach.  The  majority 
were  in  children  of  school  age.  175  cases  of  Measles  were  notified 
mainly  during  the  last  few  months  of  the  year.  It  is  probable  that 
the  vaccinations  against  Measles  carried  out  previously  have  not 
been  on  a widespread  enough  scale  to  influence  the  number  of  cases 
occurring. 

In  November  a sharp  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred 
involving  a kitchen  and  canteen  which  prepared  meals  for  a neigh- 
bouring Junior  and  Infants  School.  Although  the  occurrence  was  an 
extensive  one  none  of  those  affected  were  seriously  ill.  It  is  probable 
that  about  300  persons  from  the  two  schools,  mainly  children,  had 
eaten  the  same  meal  and  that  about  a half  were  affected  to  some 
extent  although  all  of  them  were  not  ill  enough  to  consult  their 
Doctors.  A total  of  59  cases  was  notified.  Everyone  who  was  in- 
volved had  recovered  within  48  hours.  Investigation  of  stool 
specimens  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  revealed  Clostridium 
Welchii  as  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  and  there  was  very  strong 
presumtpive  evidence  tha  tthe  incident  was  caused  by  the  consumption 
of  re-heated  minced  beef.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  this  outbreak 
occurred  against  a background  of  good  catering  practice  and  in 
fact  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  in  this  kitchen  was 
usually  excellent. 
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The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  exercise  its  functions 
concerning  the  re-housing  of  applicants  in  Council  houses.  Although 
no  houses  had  been  built  by  this  Authority  during  the  previous  three 
years,  building  was  recommenced  during  1970  in  a number  of  wards 
and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  amongst  the  1 13  families  rehoused,  23 
were  placed  in  new  houses. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continued  throughout  the  year, 
approximately  12,000  meals  being  cooked  in  school  kitchens  and 
distributed  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  or  the  Women’s 
Institute  to  elderly  or  handicapped  persons  in  the  area.  In  August 
1970  the  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  became  law. 
Amongst  other  provisions  it  became  mandatory  for  District  Councils 
to  carry  out  alterations  to  its  houses  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  elderly, 
chronic  sick  or  handicapped,  although  during  previous  years  this 
Council  has  carried  out  any  alterations  necessary.  These  alterations 
consisted  mainly  in  the  provision  of  new  or  extra  toilets,  bathroom 
fittings,  handrails  on  stairs  and  footpaths  and  the  provision  of 
ramps  for  the  use  of  wheelchairs  etc. 

Plans  for  the  provision  of  a Health  Centre  in  Pontardawe  were 
drawn  up  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  centre  should  be  included  in  the  1 97 1 /72  building  programme 
and  the  health  centre,  for  the  use  of  three  general  practitioners  and 
County  Council  Health  Services,  would  be  built  on  a central  site 
provided  by  the  District  Council. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  at  all  times 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water: 

The  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  West 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  in  1966.  Your  Council  is  still  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  are  pure,  and  the 
closest  liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of  the  Water  Board. 
Samples  are  taken  generally  upon  complaint  and  results  of  analysis 
are  exchanged  with  the  Water  Board.  Any  matters  likely  to  endanger 
purity  of  supply  noticed  by  your  officers  in  the  course  of  general 
inspection  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Board. 


Public  Swimming  Baths: 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  which  are  the  res- 
ponsibility respectively  of  the  Llanguicke  and  Rhyndwyclydach 
Parish  Councils.  The  baths  are  only  open  during  the  spring  and 
summer  periods  and  samples  are  regularly  taken.  The  advice  of  the 
Department  is  made  readily  available  to  the  Parish  Councils 
concerned  when  any  difficulties  arise.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
(i)  Contract  Collection 


Refuse  is  at  present  collected  by  contract  in  Velindre  Garnswllt 
Cwmcerdmen  and  Tynyberllan.  The  areas  referred  to  are  too

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(ii)  Craig-Cefn-Parc  Refuse  Tip 

A complaint  was  received  during  the  year  that  a stream  some 
distance  from  the  tip  was  being  polluted  by  tip  leachage.  Samples 
were  taken  by  the  Department  and  the  South  West  Wales  River 
Board  was  also  invited  to  take  independent  samples.  Both  samples 
confirmed  that  the  tip  was  not  in  any  way  the  cause  of  water  pollu- 
tion. 


(iii)  Unauthorised  Tipping 

Your  Council  resolved  to  authorise  the  clearance  by  the  De- 
partment of  any  unsightly  waste  material  tipped  in  the  area.  The 
extensive  acreage  of  open  mountain  in  the  North  West  of  the  district 
provides  convenient  dumping  ground  for  people  who  often  pass 
authorised  tipping  places  in  order  to  dispose  of  unwanted  material 
in  the  open.  Such  action  spoils  the  countryside  and  your  Council’s 
instructions  have  been  carried  into  effect. 

(iv)  Purchase  of  New  Vehicle 

It  has  become  apparent  that  the  changing  nature  of  house  refuse 
is  causing  collection  difficulty.  This  is  part  of  a national  trend  and 
much  of  the  material  put  out  for  collection  has  a high  volume  and  a 
low  density,  being  composed  in  the  main  of  packages  and  cartons. 
A screw  loading  vehicle  which  effectively  compresses  refuse  was 
demonstrated  in  the  area  and  proved  to  be  extremely  efficient  in 
dealing  with  the  type  of  refuse  which  has  to  be  collected,  and  an 
order  for  such  a vehicle  has  been  approved  by  your  Council  for 
delivery  in  1971. 

NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL 

This  service  is  now  necessary  only  in  areas  where  high  sewerage 
costs  have  prevented  water-carriage  systems  being  installed.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  again 
desired  to  support  the  Council’s  efforts  to  sewer  these  areas.  The 
houses  concerned  are  in  most  cases  of  sound  construction  and  many 
could  be  dealt  with  under  an  Improvement  Grant  if  only  a sewer  or 
cesspool  were  available. 

The  purchase  of  a cesspool  emptier  by  your  Council  is  welcomed 
as  it  will  enable  cesspools  to  be  installed  in  these  areas.  These  may 
serve  single  properties  or  perhaps  a group  of  properties  and  will 
enable  a much  needed  amenity  to  be  provided  for  outlaying  areas. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been 
agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts 
and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanical  basis. 
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LITTER 


The  plastic  bonded  steel  containers  now  in  operation  have 
continued  to  prove  their  durability.  There  are  adequate  litter  bins 
now  in  service  and  these  are  emptied  in  passing  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 


ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  remove  abandoned  vehicles  under 
Civic  Amenities  Act  procedures.  After  the  appropriate  notices  have 
expired  the  vehicles  are  removed  by  a local  contractor.  To  date  the 
problem  is  not  as  great  as  was  originally  feared.

The  provisions  of  this  Act  were,  where  necessary,  applied 
during  the  year. 


RODENT  DESTRUCTION 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  set  out  in  the 
accompanying  table.  Every  complaint  is  dealt  with  within  24  hours 
of  receipt  and  it  is  thought  that  the  public  appreciates  prompt 
attention  in  complaints  of  this  nature.  Close  watch  is  being  kept 
for  signs  of  resistance  to  poisons  but  none  has  been  found.

It  has  become  necessary  during  the  year  to  deal  with  smell 
nuisance  arising  from  industrial  waste  which  had  been  tipped  in  a

(a)  HERBERT  STREET  CLEARANCE  AREA 

In  the  two  years  preceding  1970  action  was  taken  to  close 
individually  six  houses  in  lower  Herbert  Street.  Demolition  was 
effected  in  default  by  the  Council.  It  was  then  resolved  to  deal 
with  the  adjacent  block  by  means  of  a Clearance  Areas  and  Compul- 
sory Purchase  Order.  The  appropriate  resolutions  were  taken  in 
March  by  the  Council  and  confirmation  of  both  orders  by  the 
Minister  is  now  awaited. 

(b)  ESTIMATE  OF  UNFIT  PREMISES 

Through  direct  survey  and  on  the  basis  of  records  in  the  Depart- 
ment, is  was  estimated  that  some  400  houses  in  the  area  were  in  their 
present  state  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  repair  at 
reasonable  cost.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  distinct  from  the 
housing  problem  of  many  areas  where  unfit  properties  are  closely 
grouped,  the  unfit  houses  in  this  area  are  generally  dispersed  in  po- 
ckets of  two  or  three  properties  together. 

The  term  “reasonable  cost”  is  normally  assessed  as  that  amount 
which  the  owner  is  required  to  spend  from  his  own  pocket  in  order 
to  make  a house  fit.  The  most  recent  provision  of  house  improve- 
ment allow  repairs  to  be  considered  as  a matter  for  grant  and  it  is 
therefore  likely  that  as  indeed  the  statute  entails,  a fair  proportion 
of  these  unfit  properties  will  be  repaired  and  improved,  particularly 
as  your  Council  has  over  the  years  pursued  the  policy  of  imple- 
menting improvement  statutes  to  the  full. 

(c)  DEMOLITION  AND  CLOSURE

the  year.  The  remarks  made  in  previous  years  regarding  the  general 
procedure  again  apply.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


There  is  little  air  pollution  in  the  area.  The  principal  heavy 
industry  is  a Nickel  Refinery  and  there  is  the  fullest  co-operation 
between  your  officers  and  the  management  on  pollution  control 
measures.  The  new  industries  which  are  beginning  to  settle  in  the 
area  are  principally  light  engineering  in  nature  and  present  no 
problem.  Domestically  the  area  suffers  little  in  comparison  with  the 
Black  areas  of  the  country  while  the  coal  supplied  for  domestic  use 
is  bituminous  in  nature.  Most  of  the  coal  supplied  locally  is  anthracite 
with  little  volatile  content.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed  to 
refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  the  year  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in  the  main 
found  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  some 
large  undertakings,  extensions  are  in  need  of  consideration,  and  the 
plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  Act 
is  fully  complied  with. 
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(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

One  premises  only  within  the  area  needs  to  be  registered,  and 
it  is  so  registered 

(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

All  scrap  metal  dealers  are  required  to  register  with  the  Local 
Authorities.  The  inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter 
for  the  constabulary.  There  is  at  present  one  registered  dealer  in  the 
area. 

(4)  Noise 

The  noise  level  measuring  instruments  acquired  by  the  Depart- 
ment with  the  Council’s  approval  have  already  proved  their  worth 
in  assessing  and  reducing  noise  levels  in  the  area.  Measurements 
have  been  made  of  heavy  vehicles  generally  and  particularly  in  the 
Gellygron  Hill  area.  All  national  undertakings  have  been  requested 
to  muffle  their  road  breaking  machinery  and  advised  that  spot 
checks  will  in  future  be  made.  Opencast  operations  generally  have 
been  monitored  and  the  decibel  level  of  blasting  assessed. 

It  has  been  found  generally  that  the  recording  instruments  are 
most  useful  in  enabling  persons  causing  noise  nuisances  to  see  for 
themselves  the  problems  they  create,  and  to  date  without  exception 
it  has  enabled  amicable  solutions  to  be  found. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(1)  Milk 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk  of 
such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  affected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

There  is 
a good  standard  of  compliance  with  the  regulations  and  food  hand- 
lers generally  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  ensuring  that  the  prin- 
ciples of  food  hygiene  are  observed.

During  1970,  521  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
